Texas State Court, 

The Assaulting a Federal Of flceA Statute 
specifically enumerates those Federal officers 
coming within tho Statute and does not Include 
the President or the Vice President, Assistant 
Attorney General Miller advised that Federal Law 
provides for the prosecution of state violations 
under certain circumstances in Federal Court 
should the state desire such action. 
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
